The  Hospital  is  fully  equipped  for  all  ordinary  Medical  and  Surgical  cases, 
which  are  admitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  one  of  the  Hon.  Local  -Medical 
Staff  (cases  of  emergency  are  admitted  without  a  recommendation). 

Residents  in  any  of  the  above  named  Parishes  who  are  members  of  a  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  associated  with  the  Hospital,  and  are  not  out  of  benefit,  are  (in 
addition  to  their  existing  privileges)  admitted  to  the  Public  Wards  free  of  charge. 
Members  of  other  Contributory  Schemes  are  admitted  by  arrangement.  Non¬ 
members,  or  members  out  of  benefit,  will  be  charged  a  guinea  a  week. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  does  not  cover  Dental  Cases. 

Cases  that  require  special  treatment,  or  that  cannot  for  any  other  reason  be 
adequately  dealt  with,  will  be  transferred  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

Contagious,  infectious,  or  mental  cases  will  not  be  admitted. 

Normal  Maternity  cases  are  only  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards,

TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1935-36. 


The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  Committee  deeply  regret  to  report  that  during  the  year  a  great  loss  was 
suffered  through  the  death  of  Dr.  James  Duncan  Hart,  who  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Honorary  Local  Medical  Staff  from  the  commencement. 

He  was  a  great  lover  of  the  Hospital  and  one  who  was  ever  eager  and 
ready  to  work  for  it,  to  praise  its  good  features  (of  which  he  was  very  proud) 
and  to  condemn  its  bad  ones.  The  Hospital  and  the  district  in  which  our  work 
is  done,  is  the  poorer  by  his  passing.  A  Memorial  Fund  has  been  commenced 
in  the  district  and  permission  has  been  granted  for  that  fund  to  be  placed 
ultimately  towards  the  upkeep  of  a  Cot  in  the  Children’s  Ward.  An  appro¬ 
priate  tablet  has  been  placed  already  over  the  Cot. 

In  the  work  of  the  Hospital  we  can  record  steady  progress  again  this  year. 
The  New  Buildings  are  completed  and  the  Matron  will  be  glad  to  show  over 
the  buildings  all  friends  and  helpers  of  the  Hospital.  She  particularly  asks  us, 
however,  to  express  the  hope  that  all  the  many  friends  and  helpers  will  not 
choose  the  same  time  to  go  round  the  buildings  with  her. 

The  number  of  Patients  admitted  during  the  12  months  was  332  and  they 
occupied  beds  for  4,318  days.  The  average  stay  for  each  Patient  was  13  days 
against  12*83  days  last  year. 

Finance.  We  are  glad  again  this  year  to  be  able  to  report  on  a  balance 
in  hand  on  the  Management  Fund  despite  the  transfer  of  £171  3s.  6d.  to  the 
Premises  Improvement  Fund.  The  Ordinary  net  receipts  for  12  months 
amounted  to  £1.638  17s.  Id.  and  payments  were  £1,637  8s.  9d.  leaving  a 
balance  in  hand  of  £91  7s.  9d. 

Norwich  Hospitals  Contributors’  Association.  (vSunday  &  Saturday 
Fund).  The  following  amounts  have  been  received  from  the  Norwich  Com¬ 
mittee: — £193  13s.  5d.  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Association,  and  £278  11s.  Id.  which  is  25%  (one  quarter)  of  all  contributions 
sent  to  Norwich  from  the  parishes  on  our  list  (excluding  North  Walsham, 
Gimingham,  and  Mundesley),  after  deduction  is  made  in  the  case  of  certain 
parishes  which  are  also  served  by  Cromer  Hospital.  The  North  Walsham  and 
Gimingham  Fund  again  this  year  has  given  us  donations  for  special  objects  : — 
£120  for  the  Premises  Improvement  Fund,  and  £75  for  the  Staff  Fund.  All 
these  items  amount  to  £667  4s.  6d.  which  sum  is  approximately  58%  of  the 
cost  to  our  Hospital  of  Contributory  Fund  Patients  treated  there  during  the 
year. 

Custodian  Trustee.  Trust  Deeds  have  been  prepared  and  completed 
under  which  Messrs.  Barclays  Bank  Limited  are  now  the  Custodian  Trustee 
of  the  Property  of  the  Hospital  at  an  annual  charge  of  £2  2s.  Od.  All  the  real 
estate  of  the  Hospital  and  the  other  various  Investments  have  been  transferred 
.nto  the  name  of  the  Bank  who  will  deal  with  them  as  and  when  required  so  to 
do  by  the  Management  Committee.  The  transaction  has  been  dealt  with  by  the 
Honorary  Secretary  without  cost  to  the  Hospital,  apart  from  the  appropriate 
Stamp  Duties  payable.

Premises  Improvement  Fund.  The  additions  and  alterations  to  Build¬ 
ings  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  have  been  completed  and  have  already 
proved  to  be  of  great  convenience  and  comfort  to  Patients  and  Staff.  The 
works  have  been  dealt  with  most  satisfactorily  by  Messrs.  Wm.  Mace  &  Bros, 
of  North  Walsham.  The  total  cost  of  the  buildings  is  £1,248  11s.  3d.,  and 
that  of  the  furniture  (exclusive  of  articles  of  furniture  given)  is  £107  13s.  6d. 
In  this  connection  we  would  report  this  year  the  receipt  by  this  Fund  of  the 
£200  from  Mrs.  Finch  which  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report.  It  is  at  this 
particular  time  more  than  ordinarily  useful  and  we  are  grateful  indeed  to 
Mrs.  Finch  for  such  help. 

Our  thanks  are  due  too  to  Mr.  Plumer-Jones,  of  Trunch,  for  his  co-opera¬ 
tion  as  advisory  Architect  in  connection  with  the  new  buildings. 

Endowment  Fund.  This  Fund  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
£78  17s.  4d.  and  now  stands  at  £7,081  4s.  9d.,  valuing  the  British  Government 
Stocks  as  at  par.  If  the  said  Stocks  were  to  be  taken  as  at  Market  Value  on 
31st  August,  the  total  would  be  £7,635.  Included  in  the  former  figure  is  £50, 
a  legacy  to  the  Hospital  from  the  late  Mrs.  Minnie  Jane  Howes,  of  Shirley 
Dene,  Worthing. 

Full  details  of  all  payments  and  receipts  in  connection  with  the  Hospital 
finances  are  set  out  hereafter,  in  the  printed  Report. 

X-Rays.  The  number  of  examinations  increases  each  year.  This  year  it 
is  150,  as  compared  with  124  in  1935  and  111  in  1934. 

Pound  Day.  You  will  remember  that  last  year  a  promise  was  made  for 
the  making  of  new  arrangements  of  collection  to  ensure  the  greater  success  of 
this  effort.  It  is  most  gratifying  now  to  report  that  this  year,  because  of  the 
new  arrangements  made,  a  record  has  been  attained.  As  a  result  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  Head  Masters  and  Head  Mistresses  in  Elementary  Schools  in  our 
district  and  advertising  by  them,  we  received  2,081  pounds  in  weight  of  an 
estimated  value  of  £42  16s.  7d. — easily  a  record  day  when  we  remember  the 
previous  highest  value  of  £30  18s.  9d.  1934). 

Honorary  Local  Medical  Staff.  We  welcome  to  this  Staff  Mr.  Thomas 
Hawks  McLeod,  m.r  c.s.,l.r.c.p.,  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  C.  Margaret  McLeod,  m.b., 
ch.b.,  both  of  whom  are  in  practice  in  North  Walsham. 

Honorary  Consulting  Staff.  We  welcome  also  Mr.  A.  J.  Blaxland, 
f.r.c.s.,  m.s.,  who  takes  the  place  on  this  Staff  of  the  late  Sir  Hamilton 
Ashley  Ballance. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day  this  year  produced  the  net  sum  of  £50  12s.  8d. 

Help  Yourself  Annual.  This  year  the  sale  of  this  magazine  produced 
for  the  Hospital  a  sum  of  £51  5s.  Od. 

Annual  Whist  Drive.  Again  this  event  in  the  Hospital  year  was  a  great 
success  and  £112  was  received  as  a  result. 

Regal  Cinema,  North  Walsham.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  V.  E. 
Harrison,  the  proprietor  of  the  Regal  Cinema,  North  Walsham,  a  performance 
in  aid  of  the  Hospital  was  given  on  Good  Friday,  and  £20  was  received  to  be 
placed  to  our  Premises  Improvement  Fund. 

Egg  Week.  A  total  of  4985  eggs  was  received  this  year  as  compared 
with  3500  in  1935. 

Witton  Rock  Garden  was  opened  to  the  Public  again  this  year  and  a 
most  welcome  sum  of  £12  7s.  6d.  was  received  by  us  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J,  H. 
High  ton. 


Annual  Tennis  Tournament.  This  year  in  spite  of  inclement  weather 
a  sum  of  £7  8s.  2d.  was  raised  for  the  Hospital. 

North  Walsham  Bowls  Cup  Competition  raised  the  sum  of  £12  and 
from  the  North  Walsham  Football  Cup  Competition  we  received  £7  10s.  Od. 
These  last  mentioned  three  amounts  have  been  placed  to  credit  of  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

Donations.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  the  continued  receipt  of  many  sums 
of  money  from  grateful  patients  by  way  of  donations  to  the  Hospital.  The 
total  of  Annual  Subscriptions  appears  to  be  gradually  decreasing  owing  entirely 
to  deaths  and  removals  from  the  District.  In  order  to  fill  the  gaps,  the 
Committee  invite  new  subscribers  to  this  account. 

Gifts  In  Kind.  The  list  is,  as  always,  large  and  varied,  and  it  forms  no 
small  part  in  the  successful  and  economical  working  of  the  Hospital.  We 
cannot  mention  all  the  individual  donors  by  name — the  list  is  much  too  long  to 
make  it  practicable — but  for  purposes  of  comparison  we  would  say  that  it 
includes  such  helpful  and  unusual  gifts  as  the  periodical  winding  up  of  the 
Hosp'tal  Clocks,  the  daily  provision  of  quantities  of  Milk,  the  Sweeping  of 
Chimneys  and  the  carrying  about  and  moving  of  disabled  patients. 

Medical  and  Nursing  Staff.  We  put  on  record  again  this  year  our 
gratitude  to  our  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff.  The  work  that  is  done,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  carried  out,  is  beyond  praise.  From  all  sides  we  hear 
and  learn  of  the  provision  by  the  staff,  of  that  extra  attention  which  makes  so 
much  difference  to  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  patients. 

We  conclude  this  year’s  Report  by  thanking  all  helpers  of  the  Hospital  for 
their  loyal  support.  We  have  a  Cottage  Hospital  of  which  we  are  all  justly 
proud,  and  yet  one  which  will  need  continued  effort  to  maintain  in  its  present 
state  of  efficiency.  You  can  look  back  on  the  year’s  work  with  no  little 
satisfaction— new  buildings  and  equipment  have  been  completed  without  special 
appeal  to  the  public  — and  with  your  help  and  support  your  Committee  can  look 
forward  to  the  coming  year  with  confidence  that  nothing  need  be  left  undone 
for  the  Hospital’s  well-being.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  supporters  of  the  Hospital  was  held 
in  the  Corn  Hall,  North  Walsham,  on  Monday,  the  28th  September  1936, 
when  Mr.  John  Dixon  presided  over  an  attendance  of  about  30  supporters. 
He  was  accompanied  on  the  platform  by  Dr.  Edward  Morgan,  the  Matron 
of  the  Elospital,  Mrs.  Pickford,  Mr.  R.  T.  Booty,  Mr.  W.  T.  Lindsey,  and 
Mr.  F.  R.  Bell. 

The  Chairman  after  expressing  regret  that  Dr.  C.  H.  W.  Page  was 
tinable  to  attend  the  meeting,  mentioned  that  the  Reports  to  be  presented 
were  most  satisfactory  and  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  was  being 
carried  on  harmoniously  and  smoothly  under  the  excellent  and  efficient 
superintendence  of  the  Matron. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  then  presented  the  12th  Annual  Report  (which 
appears  in  full  on  the  preceding  pages),  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr. 
R.  T.  Booty)  presented  the  Accounts  and  Financial  Report  to  the  Meeting. 
Both  Reports  were  duly  adopted  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Webb 
seconded  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Ford. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  next  reported  that  the  following  gentlemen 
had  consented  to  join  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  :  -Consulting  Physi¬ 
cian,  Dr.  B.  B.  Morgan;  Consulting  Surgeon,  Mr.  J.  M.  Ridley  Thomas; 
Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Mr.  FI.  A.  Brittain;  Consulting  Gynae¬ 
cologist,  Mr.  M.  W.  Bulman. 

Mrs.  Pickford  announced  to  the  meeting  that  £207  -  16  -  0  had 
been  collected  for  the  Dr.  J.  Duncan  Hart  Memorial  Fund  and  that  it 
was  her  privilege  to  hand  to  the  Hospital  Chairman  a  cheque  for 
£200  -  5  -  4,  the  balance  remaining  after  the  deduction  of  expenses.  She 
said  that  the  amount  was  made  up  of  a  number  of  small  subscriptions 
ranging  from  6d.  and  the  larger  amounts  went  up  to  £10.

Brooks,  Rev.  F.  A.  Chase,  Mr.  J.  B.  Craske,  Mr.  W.  Dack,  Mrs.  J. 
Duncan  Hart,  Mrs.  Ingmere,  Mr.  E.  T.  Lawrence,  Mr.  W.  G.  Robinson, 
Rev.  W.  F.  Summerfeld,  Mr.  J.  W.  Webb. 

The  Meeting  listened  with  pleasure  to  a  short  speech  from  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Local  Medical  Staff,  Dr.  Edward  Morgan,  who  paid  tribute  to 
the  efficient  work  done  at  the  Hospital,  and  said  “  1  do  not  know  of  any 
Hospital  that  is  worked  under  more  pleasant  conditions  than  is  ours  in 
North  Walsham.”
